Standard newsprint licensed from ‘free resources’ will have to be imported by newspaper 
against contract entered into with spe. • •; supphers in foreign countries by the State Tiading 
Corpora''on of India Ltd. Since the suppliers do not entertain orders in lots of less than 25- 00 
tonnes, newspapers with ent'tlement less than 25-00 tonnes would be granted a direct licence i f 
they arrange imports through an established importer ana specify the same in the ‘J’ Form. Other¬ 
wise, they would be granted authorisation on S.T.C. of India Ltd. 

2. (a) Glazed/Rotogravure newsprint would be alloitc J *0 gi.t I ers c " pen 'ioaK 1 
level of their glazed'rotogravure tfi iement m 1970-71, lb- ba'ince of their eul'tlemen. vu 
released in unglazed imported newsprint.

2. Increases to glazed user periodicals would be granted in unglazcd imported newsprint. 

♦Increase would be granted to the existing dailies and-pcnodicls over the ircreases mentioned 
n (a) and (b) above, if even by the grant of those increases their entitlement is less ihan th c entitle¬ 
ment towluch they would be admissible if treated as a new daily, periodcal under Remark (IX) 
below. 
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VIII, With the excep'ion of allotment mentioned in Remark VII, no allocation of newsprint 
will be nude to oe'Vspap’rs'periodicals on account of increase in their circulation, number of pages, 
page-area and p: ioiieity over their entitlement as fixed in Remark V. However, within the 
a uhr-ised q mti r v of newnrint auth rised for the licensing period,each newspaper/periodical 
will be free to adjust its circulation, number of pages and page-area to meet its individual require¬ 
ments. The ‘common ownership units’ will not be permitted to adjust the authorised quota of 
the U lit between their various p iblicitions, even when the publications bear the same title/name. 

N >re :—As provide!, in Clause (3), Sub-clause (3) of the Newsprint Control Order, 1962, 
N:w)papor(s)/p:riodical(s) shall not consume or use newsprint, in exceess of the 
quantity alloted under Remark V and VII. 

IX 1)— Clair a ire regard'ng availability of newsprint for new periodicals and newspapers. 

P iblishers of new d lily newspapers and periodicals should obtain clearance regarding availa¬ 
bility of newsprint from the Registrar of Newspapers for India, before commencing 
publication. Information as per Annexure IV shall be furnished while applying fox 
clearance under the Allocation Policy. 

Cb) New Dailies 

N1 .v ially newspapers will be allowed an initial quota to build up an average circulation upto 
1 e.oeo c ■'pies of 8 pages as stardard size (393-75 sq. inches) per publishing day during the first 
three m nth,, after c i.ami acenent of publications. For first three months, imported newsprint 
fram State Traling C arp oration’s stocks would be released. After three months of regular publi¬ 
cation, the new dailies will be req aired to produce evidence (Chartered Accountant’s Certificate in 
the form given in Annexure II to this Public Notice), of the average circulation achieved and the 
average page-area and number of mg is printed during the first three months, and their entitlement 
would be fixed on the average circulation actually achieved and the average number of pages and 
page-aru actually printed in the first three months subject to a maximum of 15,000 copies of 8 
pages ofstandardsizc. 


(c) New Weeklies, Tri-Weeklies, Bi-Weehlies-Fortnightlies and Monthlies, 

N;.v Weeklies, Ti-weeklies, bi-wccklics, fortnightlies and monthlies will be allowed an intial 
q uva to b uld up ai average circ ila ion upto 10,000 copies of 8 pages of a standard size (393-75 
■ q. inches) per p iblishing day dicing the first three months, after commencement of publication 
Fur first three m ruths, imported newsprint would be released. After three months of regular 
publication, the n;w weeklies, tri-weeklies, bi-wceklics, fortnightlies and monthlies will be required 
to produce evidence (Chlrtered Accountant’s Certificate in the form given in Annexure II to this 
Public Nrtice), to show the average circilation achieved and the average page-area and number 
of pages printed d 'ring the fi-st three months and their entitlement would be fixed on the average 
circalitbn actually acuteved and the average number of pages and page-area actually printed in 
the fi-s r th-ee miith3, s tbjecc to a miximam of 15,000 copies and 8 pages of standard Bize, except. 
F J'tuigYlies and monthlies to whom quota will be admissible upto a maximum of 35,000 copies 
and 16 pages of standard size. 

(d) New Periodicals other than Weeklies, Tri-Weeklis Bi-Weeklies , Fortnightlies and Monthlies 

N 3 q lota wo rid be allotted to such periodicals for the first three months. After three months 
of reg ihr publication, publishers of such priodicals should submit an application, in Actual Users’ 
Form a long with information contained in Annexure IV and a Chartered Accountant’s Certificate 
showing the average circulation achieved and the average page-area and number of pages printed 
dnrig the first three months. Q lota would be allotted to new periodicals, for the test of the licensing 
period for the average circulation actually achieved and the average number of pages and page-area 
actually printed d uring the first three months subject to a maximum of 15,000 copies and 16 pages 
ofstandardsifceforthese fieri odicals.' 

(e) The exis'ing newspapers which did not obtain clearance forthe use of newsprint orlicencc/ 
a ithorisation in 1970-71 will be treated as in para IX(a), (by (c) and (d) above. 

X. N r newioint wo ild be mid: avrilablc fo- additional wspaper(s) sponsored/acquired by 
Common Ownership Unit or would they be all jwed to tiring out new ncwspaper(s)/periodical(s) 
from their authorised quota. 

Note : ‘Common Ownership Unit’ for the purpose of this Notice means a newspaper esta¬ 
blishment or concern owning two or more news interest newspapers, including 
at least one daily, irespective of the centre (s) of publication and language(s) of such 
newspapers. 
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XI. The following categories of p triodicals will not be entitled to the allocation of newspHftt 
notwithstanding that they are classified as newspapers:— 

(a) Journals published primarily to promote sale of goods of services; 

(b) House journals/magazines brought out by individuals/£_ma/mdus ial concerns; 

(c) Pricelist and catalogues; 

(d) Publications intended for free distribution; 

(e) Fiction; 

(f) Racing Guides; 

(g) School/Collcge magazines, and 

(h) Teachingjoumals/Teaching guides. 

XII. If any newspaper/periodical had not fully utilised the quantity allocated in 1970-71 
including the irereases and Mid-term-Election quota sanctioned in that period, the unutilised quan¬ 
tity shall be adjusted from its entitlement for 1971-72. To enable the Reg'S. _a_- of Newspapers for 
India to determine the consumption of newsprint in 1970-71, the particulars (montn-wisc) of 
circulation, pages, page-area and number of publishing days in 1970-71 should be iurnisft d by the 
newspap rrs/periodicals in the form given in Annexurc II to th's Public Notice. The const mptic n 
in T970-71 would be worked out on the actual numb ’r of days published 'n the pr iod. The parti¬ 
culars furnished in Annexure II referred to above should be certified by a Charmed Accountant. 
The Chartered Account’s Certificate need not l ' submitted where the circulation of a n .vspape-/ 
periodical is less than 2,000 copies per publishing day. 

Note: —Allotment made in 1970-71 under schemes for export promotion etc world also 
be taken into account for determining quantity utilised by the newspapers in 
1970-71.

XIV Where the newspapers/periodicals have not supplied copies of their ir«.ves stated tr be 
published in the year 1970-71, as required under section 11B of the Press & Registration of Bod 
Act, i867,read With Rule 5 of Registration of Newspapers (Control; Rules, 1956, the consumption 
worked out utda Rcmark XII above, would be subjected to a cut as follows;—

P.I.B. Office or RNI’s Office at Simla (ps the cese may be) alongwith their 
formal A.U. application to avoid delsy in the allotment of newsprint quota, 

XV. Small newspapers whose entitlement for newsprint is, and who apply for a licence fer 
less than 40-00 tonnes per annum shall be exempted from payment of import licence applicaticn 
fee and production of Income-tax Verification Number. This exemption will not co\er applica¬ 
tion* fot art paper quota. 
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X /I. If any actual user is nut in a position to import newsprint or art paper against the licence 
issuei#the Actual User may apply for a ‘ letter of authority’ in favour of the party, through , Whom it 
is desired to effect impure, provided, such party holds quota certificate^ for newsprint, or are 
the sole agents of the foreign suppliers. 

XVII .—Art Paper: 

(a) Licences for art paper for cover pages and/or inside pages will be issued only to those 
periodicals which we -e grantedlicences for art paper for cover pages and/or inside pages in 1970-71 

(b) Where art paper is licensed for cover pages for periodicals printed on newsprint the gramm- 
age per square meter will not exceed 100 grammes for periodicals having upto 100 pages per pub¬ 
lishing day and 135 grammes in case where the number of pages exceeds roo. A higher grammes 
may be allowed, on the merits of each case for cover pages of periodicals printed entirely on art- 
pap-r. The decision of Registrar of Newspapers for India in this behalf shall be final. 

(c) Entitlement for art paper for cover pages and/or inside pages will be worked out on the 
basis of the number of cover and/or inside pages published on art paper and average circulation 
during 1970-71, subject tomaximum of allocation made in 1970-71 in respect of imported and 
indigenous art paper. A Chartered Accountant’s Certificate in the form given in Anncxure—III 
to this Public Notice should be finished in addition to Chartered Accountant’s Certificate in the 
form given in Anncxure—II to this Public Notice. 


XVIII. Licences for art paper will be issued on annual basis., subject to the conditions pres¬ 
cribed for annual licences in the Red Book for the year April 1971 —March 1972. Licence for 
glazed and standard newsprint will also be issued on annual basis. These licence* will, however, 
be subject to the condition that they can be utilised only upto 50% of the quantity and value 
covered by them upto the 30th September, 1971. It will not be necessary for the actual users to 
return licences for glazed and standard newsprint for endorsement in respet of utilisation of the 
balance 50%. Licences, issued for standard and glazed newsprint foran annua] entitlement upto Rs 
20,000-in terms of value can be utilised in one lot at any time within their validity and wifi not be 
subject to the condition regarding utilisation of 50% only upto the 30th September, 1971.
